man. And his departure 
will mark the end of a 
Primo Ministerial era which 
has not been surpassed in 
British history. Aa a poll- 
ticlan his career haa been 
chequored with controversy 
and brilliance, His rhetoric, 
his characteriatic “Churchil)- 
{isma" have endeared him to 
political friend and foe alike, 
Hia steadfast faith in the 
Allied cause during the last 
war, his Neaderatilp of the 
British people through the 
darkest hours of 1941 and 
later years when flying 
bombs rained on London 
was the Empire’s secret 
weapon which carried {t to 
final victory. Asa a war- 
timo lender he war certainly 
greater than Lloyd George. 
And as a Prime Minister in 
war ond peace he is the 
equal of Pitt, Disraeli and 
Gladstone. His  auccessor 
who is expected to be either 
Mr Anthony Eden or the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Mr R. A. Butler will cer- 
tainly lack the colour that 
hns surrounded the man 
who has. epitomised the 
bulldog spirit of the British, 
is successor may well wish 
for Churchilll’s huge capa- 
city for hard work and 
concontration, and the dog- 
gednesa to carry throwh 
his plans against all opposi-+ 
tlon, They could also wish 
for his ability to attend to 
and grapple with almost 
every political problem, for .

DOESN'T WANT 
A POLEMICAL 
DEBATE 


Berlin, Jan. 26. 

Fortified with complete Western acceptance 
of his proposed agenda for the four-power foreign 
ministers’ conference in Berlin, a “victorious” 
Soviet Foreign Minister tonight pledged his 
country’s good faith in attempting to ease inter- 
national tension — and introduced a resolution 
calling for the convening, of a five-power con- 
ference with Communist China in May or June 
this year. 

Placed at the head of his agenda yesterday, 
M. Vyacheslav Molotov made his proposal for a 
five-power conference immediately after the 
American Secretary of State, Mr John Foster 
Dulles, had agreed to the Soviet agenda but had 
expressed his opposition to any talks with Com- 


munist China. 

Adopting a more conciliatory tone, M. Molotov 
told the three Western foreign ministers that his 
placing of the items on the Soviet agendé — five-power 
talks with Communist China, Germany and Austria —~ 
had been made solely to decrease international ten- 
sion, to eliminate the cause of conflict and to develop 
economic and international relations within the frame- 
work of the United Nations Charter.

LINEOUT FIASCO 

Then thero {gs the fiasco that 
Uneout work has become—an 
orgy of useless Jumping against 
the background of obstruction: 
and there Is the frequent practice 
of violating one of the basic 
principies of the game—Inter- 
fering with a man who fs not 
actually in possession of the ball. 

This season the “kick and 
follow up" style cf football has 
bean much more to the fere 
than usual, for the New 
Zealanders have it as one of 
thelr main forms of attack—all 
part af the game, of course, 

But far too often it leads (and 
I am not referring to. the tourists 
now) to charging into a man 
before he hos fielded the ball. 
And there Is the other case, that 
of charging Into ‘a man after he 
has played the ball, of which 
thera was a bad Instznee in the 
University match, 

THE REMEDY 

These are a few of the serious 
blemishes that mar this great 
wame. As I have sa‘d, re- 
medy does not Ho in modifying 
the Jaws. Where docs it lie 
then? 

(1) In the playors, that they 
play only in the best spirit of 
the game and learn the laws. 

(2)-In tho clubs, that they 
allow only such players to figure 
in their sides, however effective 
they might otherwise be.

New taxictbs for the London 
trade are being ordered at the 
rate of 25 a weck, it is estimated. 
By the end of December, 563 had 
been ticensed in the Metropolitan 
aren since the Budget. 

This was more than four times 
the number of new cabs licensed 
duting the whole of 1952, 

The improvement follows the 
decision of Mr Butler, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, to free the 
London taxi from purchase tax 
and hire purchase restrictions. 

A committee, set up under the 
chairmanship of' Viscount Runcl- 
man, recommended these rellefs, 
It reported in April that the 
London taxicab was . threatened 
with slow extinctlon because of 
uneconomic conditions, 

In addition to replacement of
